Wo hadn pleasant call yestenday from
ex-Benator J. P, Jones, of Cranberry Sum-
mit, Preston county, Mr. Jones was a
member of the lust Senate, serving through
the sesaiong of 1877 and 1579, Ile is still
smerchundising ut Cranberry, Tle tells ug
that I'reston is rapidly imj roving in an
agricultural way, More progress has Lbecn
wade in the lust five years in that direction
than in the filteen previvus years, A great
deal of land hos been cleared and the
ceranl productions of the farms greatly in-
ercased. The county nearly breads ler-
self—a thing she did not nse to do. This
results from giving more attention to the
cultivation of the soil, and less. to the
shook Lusiness, Shouk wus once the great
business of Preston, and it was overdone,
The Weat Indin murkel was overstocked,
and when the Baltimore failures ocecurred
in 1874 the business went all 1o picces. Mr,
Jones, who was largely in the busi-
ness, wns o bLeavy loser by those
Baltimore fuilures.  The business los
again fovived but s done in a much
more conservativo way, The lumers do
not make shook on their own account, ne
they used to do, but sell their timber to
those who are manuficturing at various
points along the Baltimore & Ohio road by
machinery, This nssists them to clear their
land and just about produces good wages
for clearing. The principal mannfacturors
are J, Il Smoot & Co., Newburg; Augustus
Shaffer, Tunnelton; J. P, Jones, Cranberry;
D. E. Offutt, Oaklund; George Wilson, Ft.
Tendleton. They buy white oak, red cak
and chestnuot cak timber in loge from the
farmers at from $3 00 to 33 50 per thonsand
feet, board measure, and saw it into shook
staves. The demand is now for sawed instead
of split staves ns formerly.  This results
from the fact that while the true tare on a
hogahiead of sugar oughtto be 250 1o 300
pounds, the established tare of commerce
is only about 225 pounils, and lente the
sugar reflnerieaof Cuba get, by using saw-
el staves, « larger profit by selling wood
for mugnr,.
